The Gre>»t«st rrotltt Not Alwwja Rcftll/cd 


Kroin ttu) LurgcHt ArnnH. 


Farmers will not, as a class, venture 


beyond those crops that nre quickly 
worked, and require but little labor. 
They do not consider that by devoting 
labor to a crop tli it it is the labor they 
sell, and not the article produced 
True, all articles possess certain values, 
but they arc the rcvill of labor, and the 
greater the amount of labor bestowed 
upon tlie crop, the more valuable it be- 
comes, as the yield is larger and tho 
quality impro\ed. There are certain 
crops that tanners do not grow, and 
yet they are more profitable limn any 
of the cereals. 
Tor instance, let us 


'Oiisulcr asparagus. It is a crop that 
is slow in }ielding returns, but once 
secured it is a permanent investment. 
3n Hie neighborhood of Rochester, N 
Y , the farmers are turning their at- 
tention to it. They make the ground 
very rich and pulveri/e it woll. 
Tho 


crop is planted deep, and treated every 
lull to liberal applications of manure, 
salt, and mineral fertili/crs, which aro 
turned down by shallow plowing in tho 
spring and harrowed nmooth. 
When 


tlio asparagus is three years old it 
yields one ton per acre, at live cuttings 
caeh, or tive tons, selling readily at ono 
lundred dollars per ton, or a product 
of live hundred dollars per acre 
This 


s equal to the product ot twenty acres 
•jf wheat at twenly-live bushels per 
afro, and selling at one dollar per 


-,hcl. 
Another excellent crop is celery, 


which, though quicker than asparagus, 
inquires more labor. 
In the region of 


Ivalamazoo it is grown extensively. 
A 


[ew parties having grown it on a pieco 
ot reclaimed swamp land, others fol- 
lowed, and to-day it is giving a largo 
prolit to all engaged in its culture. 
It 
is estimated that 
the average 


value of an aero of celery is six hun- 
dred dollars, and that tho annual crop 
reaches from twenty-live thousand to 
thirty thousand plants ]>cr acre. This 
industry was begun by those who could 
not mako the land pay in any other 
manner. 
In other sections Lima beans, 


zreen peas, sweet corn, and the small 
fruits arc raised in large quantities. 


Tho farmer may contend, however, 


:hat thcso crops belong to tho market 
ardener. 
Suppose they do, aud yet 


Jiey can not bo monopoli/ed by any 
class. 
If, by cultivating one aero, as 


much prolit can be produced as by cul- 
tivating twenty, will it not be to tho 
advantage of the farmer to put his 
abor where it will be the most service- 
able0 Wo think so, and see no reason 
why farmers should be content simply 
Because they have followed a certain 
couisc from boyhood and do not wish 
to deviate. 
We ad»iit that some farms 


roity not bo adapted to the crops that 
nay best, but every farmer should test 
us lund and thus learn what it will do. 
[Io should cultivate, by way of experi- 
ment, all the garden crops, and select 
some kind as a cpecialty which seems 
'•eat adapted for tho purpose. 


There is another point overlooked by 


farmers, which is that they do not sup- 
>ly themselves with garden vegetables. 
Ihry buy everything from gardeners or 
n tlie cities, when they could raise 
more than they require if the prejudice- 
figam«t tlie hoe, rake and spade could 
je discarded. So wonder is it that the 
.joys leave the farm after being con- 
mod from their eailiest days to ma- 
:nrity on pork, milk and corn bread. 
To grow .-.pecial crops not only eup- 
plio-, tho family, but jields large profits 
as well, and it is to tho interests of the 
farmers that they give this subject 
their 
attention. —Farm. Field

Tne Wabasn—All Quiet Here. 


The foroe of United States deputy mar- 


shals on duty in Decatnr guarding Wa- 
bash property baa been reduced from a 
dozen to four, only two of whom are De- 
oatur men. There is no trouble here, the 
60 looked-out men conducting themselves 
in an orderly manner. The telegraph 
states that the situation at Moberly is 
growing critical and serious trouble is 
feared. There are a number of non-union 
men in the city ready to go to work, but 
the demonstrations and threats of the 
strikers frighten them. A large number 
of Winchester rifles arrived at Moberly 
yesterday, and are now stored in the Wa- 
bash shops. The railroad officials have 
called upon the sheriff of Randolph coun- 
ty to assist in quelling the disturbance. 
The sheriff said he oould do nothing; that 
if the marshal could not quell it, other 
means should be taken. Mayor Foley 
appointed 35 extra policemen, and says 
if quiet is not restored the state militia 
will be called upon. It ie generally 
thought that Gov. Marmaduke will act 
with more caution than he did in the Se- 
duliu affair. Several strikers have been 
arrested and given j«il eeutoccee. Yes- 
terday the Knights of Labor of Kansas 
City passed a series of resolutions de- 
nouncing Judge Krokel, of Kansas City, 
for jailing sinkers. The council is in 
session two or three times a day. The 
people aro generally with the strikers. 
The wives of tho latter pelt the non union 
men with eggs, atones and club?, and 
moro serious conflicts are likely to follow. 


The uounty Board. 


The board of supervisors adjourned 


last evening until August. They adopted 
the report of the committee on equaliza- 
tion of tnxes as published last evening. 
The following resolution was adopted by 
a unanimous vote: 


WHEREAS, The state of Illinois is seek- 


ing a location for a Soldiers' Home, be it 


Unsolved, Tuot the committee appoint- 


ed at the June meeting to have charge of 
the fair grounds with power to sell the 
same for not less than ft6,500, are hereby 
empowered to sell said grounds to the 
state of Illinois for suoh un amount 88 
they may deem best for the interests of 
the county, provided said grounds shall 
bo used as a site for tho Soldiers' Home. 


It was ordered that the court house 


ollicea be used no longer by outeide par- 
ticB. The different supervisors were di- 
rected to redistriot the voting precincts 
in the varioi s townships under the now 
law, which provides that there shall bo 
not more tliau 450 nor less than 100 votes 
in each. Decatur is entitled to at least 
7 voting precincts instead of 5, and Ma- 
roa 2.

Superintendent Alexander has baen 


busy for some days cleaning out the 
ohoked-up ditches in various parts of the 
city, so that the surface water oan run o(l 
quickly in time of rams. Where tho 
streets ore low they are filled up so the 
wator will go into the ditches and bo of 
no annoyance or damage to property 
owners.

Imboden. The Decatur Club or Citizens' 
committee is John K. Warren, John Ull- 
tioh and J. E. Boring. The date of tho

the commissioners is not 


known. They will be required to visit 
not less than -10 different points in the 
state.

HOW KOPE IS MADE. 


Tho Wonderful Improvements of 


tho Past Half Century. 


From tho flanks to tllo CilMo—Ono 


Now Doing the Work of ElphtMcu 


—Muxlnpj a Monster Cable. 


Rope-making is not what it usi'd to 


bo. ftowada)'1) a girl at. a .spinning 
nincliiuo can do more work tliau right 
mon coulit do in tlic old-fasbioncd way, 
and where one man could comb one 
buJo ol hemp one. machmo can now 
comb soventy-live bales. Tlio product 
of tho largest ropowallc in the Unitod 
States is one hundred and lifty tons oi 
rope and tvvmo a week, as compared 
with sixteen ton? when it was built, 
fifty-six years ago. This ropcwalk is 
in Bushwick, and in tho half century it 
has made tho fortunes of live men. 
Busliwick wus lifty years ago a small 
Long 
Inland 
hamlet. 
To-day 
Ha 


boundaries aro merged into the East 
orn District of Brooklyn. Not many 
years ago a grove surrounded tho rope- 
walk. 
To-day it is surrounded by 


dwelling houtjos. 
Fifty-live years ago 


four horses furnished tho luotivo pow- 
er. To-day a live hundred and litty- 
horse power engine is taxed to do tba 
woik. 
Tlio 
long, 
weather-beaten 


structure, one thousand seven hundred 
feet in length, has had the same ap- 
pearance for forty years or more. Of 
all the men who have worked in tho 
ropcwalk, one man has lived to seo 
fathers and sons pa.ss away and to 
teach grandsons how to mako rope. 
He i.s John btcwart. the superintendent, 
a genial and active old gentleman, 
now eighty years of age. 
For iifty-live 


years ne has worked there. Ho says 
ho is like tho boy who could carry a 
calf, and by carrying it daily was ablo 
in time to carry an ox. fto sorrow- 
fully shakes his "head sometimes when 
his mind runs back over the change* 


Twelve kinds of homp aro used in 


rope making, Russian hemp being tho 
best. The hanks aro bound into bales 
ttmt can be readily handled. Separat- 
ing the hanks is tho first process in 
ropo making. Men do it. The hacks 
aro unbound and tossed one aide whero 
men stand rcaily to pick them up and 
oil them. The oiling machines aro 
large revolving^ drums of wood that 
absorb and hold the oil kept in tho 
troughs beloiv. They aro enclosed in 
wooden boxes, each with a hole about 
n.s largo aa half an ordinary window. 
Taking a hank, an oiler spreads it out 
and dashes it through a hole and 
against the oily surface of the drum. 
It clings and is drawn upward, but be- 
fore the end is reached the man draws 
it back and repeats the motion until 
the fiber has been oiled. From tho oil- 
ing machines the hemp goes to the 
combing machines of different sizes 
»nd capacities. 
Five combings are 


necessary. The combing machines ire 
very ingenious, and room after room 
is filled with them. Endless bands with 
cross rows of long line teeth seize the 
libers and carry them along until other 
teeth on a band moving faster comb 
through them and straighten and draw 
them. 
After the combing tho fib«rs 


become roping, and endless yellow 
streams of it flow from upper stories 
to stories below for tho spinning ma- 
chines. 
Women and girls operate tho 


spinning machines. 


Tho day happened to bo Saturday, 


and every young girl in the building 
hud her front hair twisted in papers 
for Sunday. Tho noisy rattle of the 
machines is hardly bearable by a new 
comer, b;it the girb talk and Imigb, 
and, as a rule, they aro healthy and 
strong. The spinning machines are as 
interesting aa the combing machines, 
and the work is much cleaner. The 
streams of roping conio down through 
tho spouts, and ace guided by girls into 
sheeWrtm barrels that can DO wheeled 
to the spinning machines. Each stream 
flows faster than several machines can 
spin it when everything is in good 
working order, and piles of roping stand 
ready for use. 
lioping after going 


through the spinning machines be- 
comes spun yarn. 
The combing, 


straightening, and spinning used to bo 
done by hand. 
"I have spun by hand 


many n ton of it," said tho superin- 
tendent. 


One room ia called tho waste room, 


and to it goes the waste from all th« 
rooms. 
The waste is combed and 


blown until tho good fibers are saved 
and spun into yarn for twine. Tbo 
dust in tho room is as thick as a fog in 
the dog-days, and how any 'one can 
work and live there for any length ol 
time_ is a mystery. The danger froD) 
fire is arikingly apparent, bnt fire has 
never seriously damaged any part cl 


the building. Many machines are nsed| 
in spinning and ballingharvestingtwinaij 
which is extensively used in the West | 
Hundred-ton orders" for it are frequently j 
tilled. Tho machines for balling har- 
vest twine are not so interesting as the| 
machinery for spinning and ballmgj 
small cordage, although the former are 
run by girls. The latter machines are| 
squatty and noisy, ard can bo com-, 
partd to as many extremely lively bull, 
do<rs using all their legs and mouths at; 
the'samo time. One of the machines 
had to be stopped in order that its 
mechanism might be shown. When' 
quiet its ingenious arrangements can1 
be appreciated, but when in motion it 
is tho worst thing-in the word to fool 
with. It will tear off an arm or a leg 
as quick as a wink. 


In a low addition i.s the tar shop, 


where spun yarn for tarred rope goes 
through a process as ol 1 as the hills. 
Those who like tho smell of tar can get 
it here the year round in all its purity. 
Through long troughs nearly filled 
with hot tar tho yarn is drawn until it 
is thoroughly saturated. On coming 
out it passes through squeezers, and, 
any excess of tar is pressed out. Then 
it passes through the air for a consider-, 
able distance to dry and finally is 
wound on bobbins. Tar protects cord- 
age from injury by exposure and im- 
mersion, but makes it more rigid and 
weakens it. Many eftbrts have been 
made to lind a"substitute, and there is 
R patent process which, it is asserted, 
renders rope waterproof, adds to its 
durability by preventing mildew or de- 
cay, increases its strength and keeps il 
plfable in the coldest weather. 


From the tar shop tho way led tc. 


tho extremo lower end of the ropewalk 
and the machinery for making largo 
ropes, or cables. "Very little change 
has been made there "in the half cen- 
tury. Tho machinery is crude, but 
substantial, tho stanchions, beams and 
braces being of roughly hewn wood. 
Some of tho workmen are old and 
weather-beaten, and seem lo belong to 
the machinery. The bobbins of spun 
yarn aro placed upright on iron pins on 
a scries of shelve.-;. Tho ends of the 
threads aro drawn together and put 
through the holes of a gauge plate, 
from which they go to an iron tuba 
board, I he si/e of the hole being gauged 
by tho si'/.e of the rope to be made. 
Ninety-eight 
threads 
make a six- 


inch 
cablo, 
and 
willi 
all 


these threads lo attend to at the 
gauge phlc a rope maker is kept busy. 
Tho" 
friction of the threads going 


through the tube makes the iron so hot 
that tho hand can not be kept on it Af- 
ter being drawn through the tube, tho 
end of what is now a strand is attached 
to a hook in tho former, au upright 
machine on wheels that runs on a track 
the f u l l length of the rope walk. 
Tho 


hook revolves rapidly and makes tbu 
twist in the strand. 
The former is 


drawn along by ropes and as it moves 
away from the gauge plate arms aro 
swung out from pillars along the track 
to hold up tho .str.ind from the lloor. 
Tne former travels slowly, but with a 
good deal of whirring, to the upper 
end ol the track. The' strand is then 
attached, with as many others as nec- 
ossury, to hooks in 'another tormcr on 
another track, forming the rope. 


About one hundred sixes of ropo aro 


made, running from one-sixteenth of 
an inch to twenty-four inches iu diam- 
eter. The length of large ropo is gen- 
erally 1.0UO feet, and the largest rope 
made nowadays i.s fifteen to oigh^en 
inches, and no large ropo is made ex-, 
cept to order. 
Cordage of all sixes 


was in tho .storeroom awaiting ship- 
ment, and the big cables were coiled 
and bound as neatly as thread yn a 
spool. Superintendent Stewart pointed 
out its perfection with as much admir-i 
atiou as he must have had for his lirst 
coil. 


"I once made a twcnty-four-inch 


cable,'' he f-aiii, "to haul "the Henry 
Clay oil' tho beach with. Tho old gen- 
tleman was bound to get her off, and 
ho .sent word on Sattirduv morning to 
havo tho cable re.xdv by Monday morn 
ing. 
Ho said I couldn't make it with 


out working Sunday, but 1 said that 1 
liad never \vorkcdSiinday, and I didn't 
propose to then. The old gentleman 
wouldn't stand any nonsense, you 
know, and 1 knew it, but, ho knew mo 
well enough to believe that if I said 1 
would have the cable ready it would be 
ready. 
1 told him 1 would havo the 


cabin ready, and that he needn't worry 
himself aboni it. Well, wo went tc 
work as we had never worked before 
I kept tho boys al it until midnight, 
and then knocked them oil'. Not a man 
did a stroke of work on Sunday, but 
atmdinight the full force was put on 
agnin, and on Monday forenoon tin 
cable was going away on carts—five o. 
'em. It was one hundred and thirty 
fathoms long, and the old gcntlcmar 
gave mo credit for doing a good job,'
